Goats are browsers by nature, 
and there is no vegetation they 
will eat in preference to leaves aud 
twigs of bushes. While this fact I 
would at once establish them as 
an intolerable nuisance in an or¬ 
chard or any other place where 
desirable shrubbery is growing, it 
also shows that they may be of 
great value in many localities 
where it is desirable that under¬ 
brush be destroyed. They are om¬ 
nivorous eaters and seem partic¬ 
ular to avoid that character of 
vegetatiou which other kinds of 
live stock prefer. Every leaf and 
every twig within their reach is 
greedily eaten, even to most of the 
bushes and weeds that are consid¬ 
ered poisonous toother ruminants, 
while a remarkably few weeds are 
paaaed by. They will desert the 
finest clover and blue grass for 
such an outlay. 

The inherent tendency to climb 
leads them to hillsides aud rocky 
cliffs, and they prefer such situa¬ 
tions to any of a level character. 
Here nature meets their necessities 
by dwarfing the bushes so they 
may be browsed easily; the soil is 
quickly drained in the event of 
rain—for they do not like wet 
laud; and the stones serve to keep 
the feet trimmed properly by the 
wearing process. This is the situ¬ 
ation that the goats would choose; 
but the farmer might choose to 
turn them into a deuse mass of 
brush and weeds anywhere and 
they will at once begin to convert 
it into the most heautifnl pas¬ 
ture. 

In those localities where valu¬ 
able land is completely subdued 
by brush the goats are considered 
of more value for the purpose of 
clearing it than for their mohair 
or meat. They thus become one 
of the farmer's important tools. 
Their value in this respect mast 
be measured by the value of the 
land which they will render culti¬ 
vable. It is said that in Oregon, 
where Chiuameu had been paid as 
high as $20 an acre for clearing 
off brush, goats had done the work 
even better. Sprouts will spring 
up behind the men’s work, but 
goats will keep them dowu until 
they cease to appear. True, the 
goats require more time than men, 
but their work is better.
